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Mike Magee is on fire— 
that’s how we like him

Mike Magee’s return to Chicago has been 
magical. 

The 28-year-old forward scored in the 
first match he played for the Fire on May 
29 after he was traded from the L.A. Gal- 
axy, then in six straight games after that. 
In fact, the only games the Chicago native 
hasn’t put the soccer ball in the net were 
July 3 versus San Jose and Sunday at Vancou- 
ver. And in the San Jose match, he tallied a 
game-winning assist. 

All this after he notched six goals for the 
Galaxy before the trade, making him one of 
the top scorers in Major League Soccer. 

Magee has gone streaking, and it couldn't 
have come at a better time. In the Fire’s first 
11 MLS regular-season matches, they had 
just two wins, with two ties and seven losses. 
But since Magee’s arrival in a trade for the 
rights to Robbie Rogers, the team has lost 
just four regular-season matches. Individual- 
ly, he’s earned the June Player of the Month 
award, a 2033 All-Star nod and a new nick- 
name. 

Around Toyota Park in Bridgeview, Magee 
is “Magic Mike.” 

“Tt definitely creates a lot of smiles,” he 
said of his newly minted moniker, modeled 
after Channing Tatum’s character in the male 
stripper flick of the same name. “Sometimes 
Tl walk into a room and the movie will be on

and my family will look at me with crooked 
eyes.” 

Nothing is going to his head, he says. De- 
spite his scoring prowess, fan attention and 
a callout from ESPN soccer analyst Taylor 
Twellman—who said Magee will be the un- 
questioned league MVP if the Fire make the 
playoffs — Magee remains focused. 

“It’s awesome anytime you get a compli- 


ment from a guy like him,” he said of Twell- 
man, an MVP himself during his MLS ca- 
reer. “But I am so caught up in trying to win 
games and get points, that’s not going to af- 
fect my play at all.” 

Magee racking up goals hasn’t come as a 
surprise to teammates, who say his intensity 
has made the biggest difference. 

“There’s this demeanor about him that he 


wants to win,” forward Patrick Nyarko said. 
“He keeps motivating guys, keeping them in 
tune to the game and not letting them slack. 
He’s been scoring goals for us, but the most 
significant thing he’s brought to the team is 
his fiery nature. We’re glad he’s on our team 
as opposed to the other team.” 

Nyarko recalled one of Magee’s first prac- 
tices with the Fire, when he struggled to 
understand a French coach’s calls during a 
drill because of his accent. Nyarko said Ma- 
gee put himself in the back of the pack and 
watched his fellow teammates until he could 
get things right. 

“He sacrifices everything for the team,” 
Nyarko said. 

Nyarko said Magee’s personality off the 
field provides a perfect balance. He’s calm, 
cool, collected and an all-around “nice guy” 
in the locker room and outside the park. 

Currently Magee is crashing at his par- 
ents’ place in River North with his girlfriend 
and 3-year-old daughter—“rent-free,” as he 
puts it—until he finds a more permanent 
home for his family in Chicago, where his 
roots grow deep. He was born in Elmwood 
Park, grew up in Elmhurst and his family has 
lived in River North for 10 years. 

His soccer career began with Sockers FC 
Chicago, a traveling youth club, and he’s 
kept a close eye on his cousin, Jackie Santa- 
caterina, who plays for the Chicago Red 
Stars soccer team. 

He’s thrilled to be back. 

“It’s been amazing,” he said. “It helps that

Relinguish just a bit of control 


All right, here was the momen of truth. f stored 
down at the deseviption of the dealer's choice 
ootktaik, tared to my server and offered 

the challenge: “T want agin cocktail, with ope 
whites.” She consideree ovy request, but dice 
olfer the traditcanal Clover Club, Instead, she 
said, Schiller could ouix up something fowicy and 
abir herbal, Was T interested? You ber Twas, 
The resulting drink, a jewel-roned rigpherry 
ADUNNCe sere in an elegance coupe glass with a 


halo of frothy egg white, was 
dead-on. Like a former flame 
you haven't seen in a while, 
the drink reminded me of 
the reasons I fell in love with 
the Clover Club, but also had 
enough new twists to render 
it quite changed. Tiptoeing outside my com- 
fort zone had indeed paid off. 


Try the signature cocktails, too 
By your second or third drink, maybe give 
the bartenders a break from the crazy 
cocktail requests. While the dealer’s choice 
cocktails have been more popular than Schil- 
ler imagined—representing about half of all 
the cocktails sold—their novelty shouldn’t 
discourage you from also trying the range of 
cocktails printed on the menu. From the left- 
hand column, I especially enjoyed the Nepi 
($12), an effervescent, slightly sweet refresher 
that included a honey-tea syrup as a foil for 
the bitterness of the base spirit, amaro. Un- 
der the barrel-aged cocktail section, the Con- 
tinuous Negroni ($15), so named because the 
coveted Pappy Van Winkle whiskey barrel 

is refilled with more negroni liquid as soon 

as some is removed, is a rounded, woody 
version of this bittersweet, so-hot-right-now 
cocktail. Lastly, make sure to end the night 
with a Weston ($12). The predominant flavor 
is wheated bourbon—a type of whiskey with 
a smoother, less spicy character—and a kiss 
of coffee flavor and pipe tobacco conjure the 
atmosphere of retiring to a smoky library 

of high-back leather chairs and flickering 
candles. 


Sit back and relax 

Now comes the easy part. Drink in hand, I 
leaned back against the dark leather chair to 
survey the Thursday evening crowd while I 
snacked on a buttery grilled cucumber sand- 
wich ($6) and fine enough bison tartare ($12). 
I wasn’t surprised to find Zara-clad 20-some- 
things on dates and tie-loosening guys

eyes rest on the retro-cool “Berkshire” sign 
above the bar, but there are plenty of shad- 
owy porticos and tucked-away nooks where 
groups and couples giggled quietly. What did 
impress me was the fair number of casually 
dressed hotel guests, who, despite the stac- 
cato soundtrack of constant cocktail shaking, 
seemed completely cozy with their beers at 
the bar. That’s by design, according to Schil- 
ler. “It’s all right if you come as you are here,” 
he said. “Let us show you some interesting $4 
options that you can shotgun if you want.” 
He’s referring to the cans of “blue-collar 
lagers” such as Hamm’s and Stroh’s that are 
tucked away in the behind-the-bar fridges. 
I’m all for ease and a laid-back attitude, but 
allow me one gripe: The sports bar-esque 
laminated menus. Clean up the design a bit 
and stick it in a nice leather cover, won't you? 


Bottom line: The dealer’s choice cocktails are 
well-executed and un-gimmicky, but they’re 
not the only triumphs at this understated 
cocktail escape. It’s hard to go wrong—be- 
lieve me, I’ve sampled half the menu—and 
did I mention the space is sexy as hell? The 
Berkshire Room turns out to be the best type 
of gamble: low risk, high reward.

I was a music kid 
in high school. 
Drama and band. 
Before that, I had 
a hard time know- 
ing where I really 
fit into the scheme 
of the adolescent 
machine. But 
music programs

Now, with the sudden death of the lead 
in that rendition, that gut-punch has a 
more lasting effect. 

Cory Monteith’s passing is shocking 
on so many counts—he was so young, so 
talented, so committed to getting clean. 
It’s a harsher tragedy than many in Hol- 
lywood because it’s so against type. Actors 
die all the time, but so few at the height of 
their careers. 

It’s Heath Ledger all over, to get lazy 
with comparisons. And naturally, the 
world has responded with unwavering 
grief, the sour cherry on top of an already 
dreary weekend of news. 

When I heard of his passing, my im- 
mediate reaction wasn’t “Was it drugs?” 

It was, “Oh no, the cast... .” I know how 
close of a unit the “Glee” cast is (or was, as 
many have left the show). I thought back 
on my music friends in school and the 
searing pain I'd feel if any of them died, 


even now, years after we’ve parted ways. 

There’s a bond that tethers you to that 
place and time. Finn Hudson, Cory’s 
character on the show, was an emblem of 
that yearning. Even after graduation, his 
character stuck around the choir room 
because he didn’t know how to matter if 
he wasn’t in the glee club. 

That’s why—for me, at least— Cory’s 
death is so big. 

Because he was the face of the adoles- 
cent dream, and the fear of moving on. 
He felt like the ringleader of a high school 
drama troupe, the drum major of a march- 
ing band. He felt like a friend. 

I haven’t watched “Glee” in years 
because I grew up and stopped caring, but 
I still think of that choir room and how 
reminiscent it was of my own. And I think 
of the friends he made there, like the 
friends I made there, who will miss him 
and that place forever.

The 29-year-old 
Chicago rapper/ 
producer earned a 
coveted slot at the 
Pitchfork Music 
Festival on the 
strength of his new- 
est mixtape, “Sunday 
School II: When 
Church Lets Out,” 
and has been wooed 
by a number of major 
labels— though 
for now he sounds 
content to remain 
independent. 


“With a record label, maybe they want me 
to make a King Louie song or a Chief Keef 
song, and maybe that’s not me,” said the MC, 


born Tremaine Johnson. “I choose my own 
style of music, and that’s why you're calling 
me now. I do my own thing.” 

By phone, the Englewood resident opened 
up about the act he’s most excited to catch at 
Pitchfork, why he’s not cut out for the min- 
istry and how his latest mixtape stacks up to 
Kanye West’s much-lauded “Yeezus.” 


Is there anyone you're looking forward to 
seeing at Pitchfork? 

I’m looking forward to seeing R. Kelly. I’ve 
seen him in the clubs but never onstage. 


Have you ever had any interaction with him? 
I mean, I’ve spoken to him, but, naw, not re- 
ally. I did try and sample some of his music in 
the past, but none of it ever came out to my 
liking. Some samples you can work with, and 
some you can't. 


You grew up attending services at Salem 
Missionary Baptist Church, and your latest

mixtape is called “Sunday School Il.” Did you 
ever give any consideration to becoming a 
minister? 

{Laughs} Naw, I’m not that good of a person. 
Well, it’s not that I’m not that good of a 
person, but I’ve got some vices. Maybe I 

can go into the ministry when it’s all over 
and I really have a story to tell. You never 
know what life will throw your way or the 
type of person you'll be 30 or 40 years from 
now, so I wouldn’t say never. I do know right 
from wrong, though, and I do preach it. I do 
preach it. 


Did you learn anything about MCing or 
stage presence by watching the preacher do 
his thing every Sunday? 


Yeah. Baptist preachers put on a show! 
They’re up there dancing and clapping and 
screaming. 


Obviously, Chicago’s rap scene has gotten 

a lot of attention recently. Do you feel like 
there is a Chicago sound developing? 

Not really. Even my sound isn’t a Chicago 
sound. We’re in the middle. It’s a jambalaya. 
It’s a combination of everything. Everything 
but Chicago music has been played in Chi- 
cago since the beginning of time. We were 
raised up on other coasts: New York and L.A. 
and even the south with Atlanta. We can 
grow up in the same neighborhood, and we'll 
have three [or] four different styles we rock. 


Was there a particular point you really felt 
like you found your voice as an artist? 

I think all those [years} of working and the 
hundreds of songs I’ve written and thou- 
sands of beats I’ve made was just me doing 
what I like. I really don’t care for those

critics who speak down on my work. I know 
what good music sounds like. I make good 
music. For any critic to say there’s a better 
mixtape out there is preposterous. If you go 
compare my project to whoever else’s, I have 
(A) more hits than them, (B) better produc- 
tion than them and (C) I’m telling stories. 

A lot of people had a lot to say about the 
Kanye project and how it was art, et cetera, 
et cetera. I’ve had a chance to listen to it, 
and I liked it, but I still say that you won't 
find a more complete project this year than 
“Sunday School IT.”

Jay-Z, after all, has si} 
ruled hip-hop for years, -. 
while Timberlake, even 
at his edgiest, has rarely 
ventured beyond the 
poppier side of 
R&B. Timber- 
lake’s 2006 duet 
with Jay-Z’s wife, Be- 
yonce, “Until the End of 
Time,” was far more expected. 

However, when Timberlake made his surprise re- 
turn to music in January, after years of focusing on 
acting, it was with Jay-Z by his side for “Suit & Tie.” 
And they quickly solidified their relationship by 
announcing a stadium tour, which hits Chicago on 
Monday and runs through Aug. 16 in Miami.

So why did these two hook up? Was it for artistic 
reasons? Perhaps. Was it the influence of Timbaland,

who worked with Timberlake on “The 20/20 Expe- 
rience” and Jay-Z on his new album, “Magna Carta 
Holy Grail”? Maybe. 

Most likely, it was a combination of those reasons 
and the new realities of the music industry, where 
even superstars have to find new ways to get the pub- 
lic’s attention. 

Gary Bongiovanni, president and editor-in-chief 
of concert industry trade publication Pollstar, ex- 
pects the “Legends of the Summer” tour to do well, 
since “neither of them has toured extensively, and 
there’s a pent-up demand.” However, he adds that if 
Jay-Z and J.T. didn’t combine forces, they probably 
wouldn’t have been able to fill stadiums. 

“There are very few artists out there playing stadi- 
ums right now—Iaylor Swift, Kenny Chesney—and 
even then not in every market,” Bongiovanni said. 
“And those who could potentially play stadiums, 
like the Rolling Stones, are opting to play indoors, 
because unless you're very close to selling out every 
show, you'd be better off in a financial sense playing 
indoors because there’s lower overhead.” 

Of course, even the best business strategies can’t 
make a tour work without the music. 

Timberlake, for his part, told Ellen DeGeneres in 
one of the few interviews he’s done to promote the 
album and tour that music is still important to him. 

“It’s my favorite thing to do,” Timberlake said. 
“That’s probably why I do take my time putting out 
records, because they really are special. 

“With my first two solo records, coming from a 
group, I think I probably felt like I had a lot to prove. 
With this one, it just came out of nowhere and it 
turned into 20 songs.”

Because both Timberlake, whose “The 20/20 Ex- 
perience” is the year’s biggest seller so far, with more 
than 2 million copies sold, and Jay-Z haven’t done a 
lot of talking about the “Legends of the Summer” 
tour, no one is really sure what to expect. 

Considering how Timberlake’s few TV appear- 
ances since the album’s release and his private show 
at Roseland Ballroom have all been with the back 
ing band the Tennessee Kids, also billed on the song 
“That Girl” from “The 20/20 Experience,” it seems 
likely they will be part of the stadium-size spectacle 
J.T. and Jay-Z are planning. Beyond that, though, it’s 
hard to predict what kind of magic they have up their 


sleeves.

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Does Karmin have the 
year’s worst video?

Karmin’s “Acapella” — the amazingly irritating 
lead single from this electro-pop duo’s up- 
coming album—has somehow gotten worse. 

You remember Karmin, don’t you? 

Two years ago, Amy Heidemann and Nick 
Noonan—both alums of Boston’s prestigious 
Berklee College of Music—zoomed into the 
pop-cultural consciousness with a remarkable 
cover of Chris Brown’s “Look at Me Now” 
that’s since been viewed on YouTube nearly 
85 million times. The online success led to a 
deal with Epic Records, which last year re- 
leased an EP of original tunes called “Hello.” 

“Hello” is kind of fun, with plenty of hooks 
and an effervescent rhythmic touch seemingly 
inherited from the bubbliest of ’90s pop-rock 
hits; “Brokenhearted,” for instance, stakes out 
a sweet spot between Katy Perry’s “Teenage 
Dream” and “Someday” by Sugar Ray. 

The record didn’t sell well—it received 
pretty uniformly horrible reviews, too—but 
Heidemann and Noonan seemed like such 
troupers that you figured they'd go back to 
the well and figure out what went wrong after 
their graduation from the Internet. In fact, 
the opposite appears to have happened. 

Released last month, “Acapella” is bad, no 


doubt about it: lame melody, lame beat, lame 
rapping by Heidemann, who shamelessly 
copies herself copying Brown’s staccato flow 
from “Look at Me Now.” (Sample line: “Out 
on a first date, he took me gourmet/We hit 
that Olive Garden, my Little Italy.”) 

The video’s concept, according to a state- 
ment from the band, is “an homage to the ’90s 
videos we grew up with and are still inspired 
by today,” and judging by the fisheye pho- 
tography and the boldly colored wardrobe, 
that means classics of the era such as Britney 
Spears’ “(You Drive Me) Crazy,” Missy El- 
liott’s “The Rain (Supa Dupa Fly)” and “Mo 
Money Mo Problems” by The Notorious 
B.L.G. 

Sounds fabulous! In reality, though, Kar- 
min’s approach in “Acapella” feels like pure 
condescension, music-school satire unbur- 
dened by a sense of amusement or affection. 
What’s more, it’s not funny, especially the 
excruciating bit with the toast near the end. 
Say what you will about Britney and Puff, but 
they knew how to get laughs, even at their 
own expense —and even as they projected the 
kind of cool that made you want to tunnel 
into the impossibly shiny realms depicted in 
their videos.
